the Fall-Sinclair 
conspiracy trial will be ushered in this 
morning with every prospect of impor- 
tant and spectacular developments in 
the great legal battle being fought out 
in Criminal Court No. 1 of the District 
Supreme Court, Justice Frederick L. 
Siddons, presiding. 

Owen J. Roberts and Atlee Pomerene, 
Government special counsel, and Dis- 
trict Attorney Peyton Gordon are seek- 
ing to lay the groundwork for tae 
charge tiiat former Secretary of the In- 
terlor Fall and Harry F. Sinclair, New 
York oil magnate, conspired with each 
other to defraud. the United States in 
connection with the lease of Teapot 
Dome. 

Defense counsel, comprising Martin 
W. Littleton and George P. Hoover for 
Sinclair, and William E. Leahy and 
Mark B. Thompson for Fall, are en- 
deavoring to break down the Govern- 
ment’s preliminary testimony as fast 
as it is brought to the notice of court 
and jury. 

Last week the Government cought to 
establish through its star witnesses, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior E. C. 
Finney and K. C. Heald, a former Gov- 
ernment: geologist, that Fall took upon 
himself the task of handling the Tea- 
pot lease, that this matter was handled 
in an irregular way and that there was 
no such danger of drainage as the de- 
fense will claim as the prime reason for 
getting the oil from the naval reserve 
safely in storage above ground instead 

of leaving it in the ground, 


Evidence Welcomed by Defense. 


Both of these Government star wit- 
messes gave testimony which was obvi- 
ously welcome to the defense. The 
stifling of Finney’s testimony at this 
time by Roberts and the dramatic ap- 
peal of Fall to the court that Finney be 
allowed to tell what he knew and clear 
the matter up “in two minutes” was 
the high spot of last week’s develop- 
ments. 

Littleton’s cross-examination of 
Heald, bringing out the admission that 
the latter passed only an hour on the 
reserve, and  Littleton’s enlivening 
questions about the Wyoming snow- 
storm forced Roberts to battle desper- 
ately to prevent his own witness from 
answering questions about his geo- 
logical investigation. But Roberts was 
uniformly successful in his defensive 
tactics and many facts which the de- 
fense hoped to bring before the jury 
were nipped in the bud.

5,000- Watt 


WRC Plant 


Sandy Spring Favored for Location of Powerful Appa- 
ratus Which National Broadcasting Company 
: Is Held Likely to Install. 


By ROBERT D. HEINL. 

On the chance that station WRC 
finally may be able to obtain the 5,000- 
watt transmitter now being held in re- 
serve by station WEAF in New York, 
Officials of the National Broadcasting 
Co. here, it has been learned, have 
been looking over tentative sites on 
which the more powerful transmitter 
might be erected between Washington 
and Baltimore. 

Laurel apparently was considered too 
far away, but the vicinity of Sandy 
Spring, it seems, has -been looked on 
with more favor. The ideal location 
appears to be about 8 or 9 miles out. 


'It is thought, however, that regardless 


of whether or not it eventually comes 


| to Washington the former WEAF set 


will be held in reserve for at least six 
months until the new WEAF’ 50,000- 
watt transmitter at Belmore, Long Is- 
land, gets into its stride, inasmuch as 
it usually takes about that length of 
time for a new radio station to be 
“shaken down” into reliable working 
order. 

Aside from the value of the property 
it would cost only from $810,000 to 
$15,000 to install the WEAF transmit- 
ter in Washington. It is comparatively 


new, but if a similar transmitier had 
to be built to order it might run up to 
$150,000. The new WEAF set cost 
$250,000. Thus, it is argued, in addi- 
tion to the better service given to 
listeners in the National Capital and 
vicinity there might be quite a saving 
made by the two companies involved, 
inasmuch as station WRC is owned by 
the Radio Corporation of America, but 
operated by its subsidiary, the National 
Broadcasting Co.

nearly so much fading. At present the 
service range of WRC is about 100 miles. 
If we were able to obtain the WEAF 
transmitter, which because of its high 
power would, of course, have to be lo- 
cated outside of the city, our service 
range would very likely he increased to 
500 miles.

~GOULD'S CASING PLANS 


American Millionaire 
Seeks Gambling Monop- 
oly at Resort. 


Nice, Franc>, Oct. 23 (A.P.).—Con- 
struction work on Frank Jay Gould’s 
Casino at Nice has slowed down. 
Known 93s the Palace Venecian, the 
building was started six months ago. 
The original plans called for a hotel, 
a theater a:.d luxurious Roman baths, 
in addition to the usual rooms for 
gambling purposes. 

The cost of the structure was esti- 
mated at about 100,000,000 francs 
(about $4,000,000), but after something 
like $500,000 has been spent on the 
masonry work, the plans apparently 
have been changed to eliminate some 
of the contemplated structure. 

Local interests have been fearful that 
the American millionaire intended to 
take too prominent a part in the 
Riviera Casino gambling property, and 
the municipal casino demanded 150,- 
000,000 francs for amalgamation with 
the Palace Venecian 

Mr. Gould’s name does not appear 
in the list of the casino’s stockhold- 
ers; his shares remain in the name of 
French friends, but the seriousness of 
the feeling against a foreigner’s get- 
ting a monopoly of the gambling rights 
in a French district is indicated by 
the purchase of the controlling interest 
in one of the locrl papers for 3,000,000 
francs by one of Gould’s rivals, who 
is ostensibly preparing to make the 
matter a public issue. Gould is now 


one of the biggest investors in the 
Riviera.

SEES FEW OPPOSE IT 


English Primate Takes Stand 
in Controversy; Echoes Are 
Heard in All Pulpits. 


London, Oct. 23 (A.P.).—Doubts as to 
whether the Archbishop of Canterbury 
would make a public or private reply to 
the recent letter addressed to him by 
the Bishop of Birmingham, were re- 
solved today when the archbishop com- 
municated to the press a long letter of 
tactiful reproof which he had sent to 
the bishop, at the same time outlining 
the views of the head of the established 
church on the questions raised. 

The Bishop of Birmingham, the Right 
Rev. Ernest William Barnes, in his let- 
ter to the archbishop, declared that the 
doctrine of transubstantiation was un- 
true and ranged himself on the side of 
scientists regarding the theory of evo- 
lution, as opposed to theologians who, 
he asserted, ignore scientific teachings. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury treats 
rather lightly the question of reconcil- 
ing the theory of evolution with the 
Bible story of the creation, and begs 
y4he bishop to dismiss from_his mind 
“the idea that any one desires to lead 
or drive you either to Rome or to Ten- 
nessee.”” 

Sees Real Offense Given. 


Remarking that he does not attach 
great weight to “denunciations of go- 
rilla sermons,” the archbishop addresses 
his chief reproof to the bishop’s treat- 
ment of the question of the sacrament 
of the altar. The archbishop says that 
from complaints which have reached 
him it is not the long-familiar Coc- 
trine of evolution which stirs the minds 
of churchmen, but thaf in the Bishop 
of Birmingham’s legitimate opposition 
to the doctrine of transubstantiation 
he has been Ied to speak of the Sacra- 
ment “in a way whieh -gives- real. of- 
fense to the great body of churchmen 
and churchwomen.” . 

The widespread interest in the con- 
‘troversy, provoked by Bishop Barnes 
was proved by the fact that it wai 


every prominent church in the country 
today. The tenor of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury’s reply was not known to 
most of the preachers, as it will be 
published only in Monday’s paper, but 
there was full evidence of the strong 
feeling evoked. 

The Archbishop of York, addressing 
a big meeting in Yorkminster, deplored 
Bishop Barnes’ methods in conducting 
the controversy. 

“So far as I am able to estimate his 
views,”. said the archbishop, “his whole 
conception of the relation of the mate- 
rial and spiritual is strangely narrow 
and meager and out of accord with the 
new trends, even of scientific thought.”

LEAGUE PROTEST LIKELY, 


London, Oct. 23 (A.P.).—The West- 
minster Gazette publishes a_ report 
from Belgrade that a rebellion against 
President Ahmed Zogu has broken out 
in Northern Albania by adherents of 
Tsena Bey, the recently appointed Al- 
banian Minister to Czechoslovakia, who 
was assassinated at Prague on October 
14 by an Albanian student. The rebel 
leaders hold President Ahmed Zogu re- 
sponsible for the assassination. 

The president has sent a force against 
the rebels, and it is rumored that he 
has asked for Italian aid under the 
Tirana treaty, and that Italian troops 
are actually cooperating. 

Belgrade, Jugoslavia, Oct. 23 (A.P.).— 
Reports, received from Tirana, Albania, 
say that relatives of Tsena Bey who was 
assassinated recently at Prague, Czecho- 
slovakia, and tribesmen are massing in 
nortnere.

An attempt finally to put the Na- 
tion’s income tax laws into a form 
slightly more comprehensible, at least, 
te America’s multitude of taxpayers, 
will be undertaken in revision of the 
revenue bill at the coming session of 


Congress. 

The joint tax committee of Congress 
will meet with a view to simplifying 
the complex system goveming income 
and other internal tax payments. 

A new draft of the revenue law, with- 
out material change in the text, has 
been prepared and it is the hope of the 
joint committee that this new form will 
make it possible for the merchant, busi- 
negs man, doctor, lawyer and even the 
hootlegger to make a successful personal 
attempt to find out how much he owes 
the Government, 


Index Provided in Draft. 


The numerous provisions of the law 
have been rearranged with all the rates 
in one section and with even an index 
to guide the confused taxpayers, most 
of whom have been forced in the past 
to seek the services of experts at con- 
siderable cost. 

However, little hope is held forth of 
making the income tax return sheets 
any simpler and smaller. It is the 
present view of the committee that 
these blanks have been reduced to as 
plain a fashion as safevy permits. 

The joint committee, which includes 
the ranking members of the Senate 
finance and House ways and means 
committees, 
revenue bill to supervise conditions in 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, as well as 
to work out a simplification of the 
law, and it will have some important 
reports to consider this week in con- 
nection with the former. 

The committee’s session will serve 
as a prelude to the opening of hear- 
ings next week by the House ways and 
means committee on tax revision when 
actual work will be started on the 
drafting of the new tax reduction 
measure.

MANY YET IN HOSPITALS 


Richmond, Va., Oct. 23 (A.P.).—Six 
persons were reported in a serious con- 
dition tonight from injuries suffered 
yesterday when a section of the stands 
at Mayo Island Park collapsed as spec- 
tators rose to cheer a brilliant play in 
the football game between Virginia 
Military Institute and Maryland.

Probably fifteen persons were receiv- 
ing treatment tonight in addition to 
the six reported in a serious condition, 
but their injuries were said to be of 
a temporary nature, largely contus- 
sions and cuts.

“Not only the Western and Southern 
farmers, but fair-minded men in all 
walks of life, want a national adminis- 
tration that is sympathetic with agri- 
culture, informed on its problems and 
courageous enough to lead in the de- 
velopment of a new national policy 
aimed to promote farm stability and 
prosperity. Agriculture States are in 
a better position to secure this now 
than they have been at any time in 
the past 50 years. To accept seriously 
the program which Senator Borah 
seems to be heading, would mean 
throwing this chance away. 

“There can be no concealment of the 
bald fact that such a program, if suc- 
cessful in Western Repyblican pri- 
maries, will split off support from Gov. 
Frank O. Lowden, of Illinois, or any 
other Western candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for President, who 
has been loyal to the cause of agricul- 
ture. Such a move would be most valu- 
able aid to the Republican reactionaries 
who, if opposition is divided, might be

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INDUCED STATIC FATAL 
TO HAGERSTOWN MAN

Parallel to High-Tension 
Line, Officials State. 


BOTH CABLES GROUNDED 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Hagerstown, Md., Oct. 23.—Induced 
static, for the first time to the knowl- 
edge of power authorities here, proved 
fatal to a man at the Williamsport 
power plant of the Potomac Edison Co. 
late yesterday. Th victim was Michael 
Sweeney, 30 years old, of this city, a 
mechanic for the Eanderson & Porter 
Construction Co., which concern is 
constructing a $2,000,000 addition to 
the Williamsport plant. 

According to power officials who in- 
vestigated the cause of Sweeney’s death, 
the mechanic was working on a dead 
high tension line which was also 
grounded. Running parallel to the 
dead line was a live high tension line. 
The two lines run parallel a distance 
of 50 miles between Williamsport and 
Cumberland. Certain atmospheric 
conditions caused the induced static, 
resulting in the dead wire becoming 
charged from the parallel live one. 
Sweeney was killed instantly when he 
grasped the dead line. ; 

It was the first time in history, 
state officials of the plant, that in- 
duced static had caused the death of 
a person. The death of Sweeney will 
open a new field of study to prevent 
similar accidents which can happen 
upon rare occasions when atmospheric 
conditions were as they happened to 
be Saturday. 

Magistrate J. M. Nave, Williamsport, 
who viewed the body, found that 
Sweeney had come to his death through 
accident.

New York, Oct. 23.—-The fate of Ruth 
Brown Snyder and her former admirer, 
Henry Judd Gray, will be placed in the 
hands of five justices of the Court of 
Appeals at Albany tomorrow, They 
will pass on motions for a new trial 
to be made by Edgar Hazleton, coun- 
sel for the woman, and Samuel L. 
Miller, representing the condemned 
man. 

If the attorneys run true to the 
form they showed at the famous Sny- 
der trial, when Gray, hollow-chested 
corset salesman, and gladiator of the 
cabaret arenas, turned on his sweet- 
heart and talked her into the death 
. house, they will present a marked con- 
trast in courtroom demeanor. 

Hazleton is expected to make an im- 
passioned plea for the new trial which 
his blonde client, who administered the 
coup de grace to her art editor hus- 
band, Albert, with a sash weight after 
her lover faltered, is seeking. He will 
base his plea on .the premise that she 
was not given a fair trial before Su- 
preme Court Justice Scudder because 
Gray, on whose testimony she was con- 
victed, was tried jointly with her. 


Plea to Be Unique. 


His plea will be unique in that he 
will not contend his client is not guilty. 
He will simply ask that she be retried, 
and he will cite legal precedents that 
date back into the sevententh century 
criminal courts of England. 

Miller, a suave and forceful attorney, 
will tell the court of appeals that Gray 
was emotionally insane on the night of 
the murder, rendered so by the influence 
Kuth wielded over him. 

Gray conferred with Miller in the 
Sing Sing death house last week, read 
the brief on the logic of which his life 
depends, and pronounced himself satis- 
fied with the document. 

“I feel that I will get out eventually,” 
Gray told death house guards. “Men 
often have won their way out of the 
death house. I have not given up hope.” 

But Mrs. Snyder is not at all sure 
she will escape the electric chair. She 
was nervous and excited today. She has 
not seen the brief and the sketch of 
the argument which Hazleton has pre- 
pared.

WILL TRY TO DROP OUT 
OF VIEW FOR A WHILE 


Never Felt Better, He Says as 
Crowds Cheer Him at 
Mitchel Field. 


Mitchel Field, N. Y., Oct. 23 (A.P.).— 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh swung down 
out of the air today, completing a 22,- 
350-mile tour of the country in his 
Spirit of St. Louis, just one minute 
ahead of his schedule time. 

He greeted questions as to his future 
plans with a smile and a shake of the 
head. 

“I haven’t any,” he said, and his ex- 
pression indicated his pleasure at once 
more being a free agent with no fixed 
schedule driving him on daily. 

“Where can we see you tomorrow?” 
a reporter asked. 

“Why I don’t believe that’s going to 
be necessary,” he replied. “I feel that 
I have won the right to drop out of 
the public view for a while.” 

A lowering sky failed to keep away a 
crowd of about 2,000 admirers, who 
wished to view Lindbergh’s arrival. 
Long before 2 o’clock, the hour set for 
his appearance from Philadelphia, the 
fleld was rimmed with spectators. 

Never Felt Better in Life. 

“I never felt better in my life,” he 

said, when there was a lull. “No, ban- 


‘2.iquet food didn’t seem to do me any 


harm. The flight was in no way ex- 
hausting; hard work a few times, but 
never exhausting. 

“The Spirit of St. Louis is in fine 
Shape; it gives more (revolutions per 
minute) now than when it was new. 
But this looks like a good time to do it, 
so I’m going to have it completely over- 
hauled. ‘That’s never been done since 
it was built, you know, and it’s been 
almost 350 hours in the air. No, it 
isn’t destined for a museum yet, event- 
ually, but now now.”’’ 

“What are you going to do next?” a 
half dozen reporters asked. 

“I have no plans,” said. “I’m going 
to rest a few days and then make a 
short visit to Michigan, flying, but not 
in the Spirit. After that I frankly don’t 
know, but St. Louis will be my present 
headquarters. I am going to confer 
with Harry Guggenheim, president of 
the Daniel Guggenheim find for the 
promotion of aeronautics, which spon- 
sored my tour, and a report will be 
made on accomplishments.” 


Gracefully Comes to Earth. 


At 1:58 there was the sharp roar of 
an airplane motor running at high 
speed and from over a hangar’s roof 
shot the Spirit of St. Louis. As the 
crowd cheered and jostled for position 
the plane crossed the field, banked, 
side-slipped and wheeled back to the 
west where it gracefully dipped to earth 
at 1:59. 

The plane was taxied directly into a 
police-ringed hangar and from there 
Lindbergh, bareheaded and clad in a 
leather jacket, stepped into a car which 
bore him between cheering crowds to 
the airport’s operations office. There, 
while the crowd outside pushed against 
the windows and shouted for another 
view,of its hero, Lindbergh greeted 
newspaper men, many of whom had 
seen him off on his transatlantic flight. 

“Well, start the questions,” he 
gr mned, and they popped at him go fast 
he had to bide his time and answer 
them in groups. He ejaculated “ab- 
solutely not” when told there had been 
rumors that he might enter politics, 
possibly run for Congress. 

‘You can make that as definite as 
yc like,” he said. “I have no inten- 
tion of doing that. No, nor of) taking 
any position with the Department of 
Commerce or other Government agency. 
When I know myself what I’m going 
to do, I’ll announce it.” 

Beyond saying that the tour proved 
the reliability of modern equipment, 
Lindbergh would not comment on the 
results of his trip. 

“Others will have to say whether tHe 
tour was successful,” he said, and 
others were ready to do so. Through 
the Guggenheim fund statements were 
issued signed by Harry Guggenheim, 
William P. McCracken, jr., Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce for Aviation, 
and Harry S. New, Postmaster General, 
telling how the tour had etimulated 
interest in aviation, in the air mail, 
and in construction of airports.

MODERNIST BISHOP REBUKED 
BY ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY

Communist Crusade, after reading the 
Archbishop of Canterbury’s missive to- 
night, said: | 

“The reply shows that even our chief 
finds difficulty in speaking decisively 
upon the subject of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment.” 

The text of the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury’s letter to Bishop Barnes fol- 
lows: 

“You will not doubt my condemna- 
tion of the unseemly incident in St. 
Paul’s. Not by an action of that sort 
can the cause of truth be reasonably 
set forward. But, speaking generally, 
I-think you, too, are mistaken as to 
what it is that has been evoked from 
cultured men with scientific, philo- 
sophical, as well as theological knowl- 
edge, judging from the vehement 
reprobation of some of your recent ut- 
terances. 

“Regarding these I probably have re- 
ceived, publicly or privately, more con- 
demnations than any one excepting 
yourself. I do not attach great weight 
to what I have heard described as ‘the 
gorilla sermons.’ I believe you ove~- 
rate the adherence of thoughtful peo- 
ple to the ceration theories of 50 or 
100 years ago, and I scarcely think that 
among those who listen*to you: there 
are a great number holding the opin- 
ions which you satirize. 

“For myself, I can say at least your 
position on the biological question in 
outline, and so far as I understand it, 
is one with which I personally have 
been familiar for over 50 years. This 
teaching, however admirable, is to the 
most not novel. I do not think those 
hearing you on the subject with in- 
terest and advantage would recognize 
themselves as ‘wistful agnostics.’ 


Forced to Make Reply. 


“You may, I am certain, my dear 
bishop, dismiss the fear that any one 
in England desires to drive you either 
to Rome or Tennessee. The words giv- 
ing rise to the sort of indignation re- 
ferred to are the words you used in 
dealing with the sacrament of Holy 
Communion. It is on what you have 
said regarding the sacramental doc- 
trines that intelligent and large-mind- 
ed churchmen, Iay, as well as clerical, 
have daily approached me. 

“T have an intense dislike of the 
use of the daily press for the discus- 
sion of such subjects. I purposely re- 
frain from trying in such a letter as 
this to discuss the profound life-giving 
doctrines involved, but, of course, I 
am more than ready to go into the 
matter with yourself if you desire. 
Your open letter forces me, however, 
reluctantly to make some reply. For- 
mally, publicly you invite me ‘to con- 
sider what steps can be taken to help 
those of us who are giving our best to 
fit the church to be in the future a 
spiritual guide of an educated nation. 

“Tt is a large and difficult matter, 
needing time and care, but I can say 
at once that in my judgment one of 
the first steps {S to secure a scrupulous 
use of the most careful language possi- 
ble in dealing with doctrinal matters 
of deep solemnity affecting the devo- 
tional thoughts and prayers of Chris- 
tian people. 

“That duty, obligatory upon all 
Christian teachers, is a peculiarity in- 
cumbent upon bishops, who have to 
weigh the effect of our words upon all 
sections of the great body to whom we 
desire to be fathers in God. While, as 
you have truly said, ‘smoot, unctuous 
platitudes’ are not enough, yet in all 
the range of our duties there is none 
called foe more clearly than the ex- 
ercise of tender, fatherly carefulness 
in word and act. 


selves with the teaching of such lead- 
ers as, say, My own great masters, 
Bishop Lightfoot or Bishop Westcott, 
or who have caught the devotional 
spirit of Charles Wesley’s hymns. 

“I prefer to think, if you read your 
Birmingham sermon in the light of 
such criticism as your letter has drawn 
from me, you will feel that what I have 
said is not unfair. 

“When I read your words about the 
grace of our Saviour’s presence being in 
the whole act of worship, they leave me 
wondering whether, if you were to con- 
sider what are your implications, you 
would find no further cause to modify 
the width and scope of your negative 
and destructive statements. We all 
have been impressed in these recent 
months by the self-restraint and con- 
siderateness for others shown by many 
clergy and laity foremost in our prayer- 
book discussions. To the larger tasks 
which lie beyond these discussions we 
bishops must lead the way. But we 
shall lead only if we talk ‘with all low- 
liness and meekness and long suffer- 
ing’, being diligent to keep the unity 
of the spirit in the bond of peace.” 


Edward King, referred to in the arch- 
bishop’s statement, was Bishop of 
Lincoln, who died eighteen years ago. 
Many years previously he had been 
tried and imprisoned for certain acts 
of ceremonial then deemed illegal. 

Bishop Gore is still preaching and 
holding to evolution in much the same 
was as Bishop Barnes. His views on 
the Holy Sacrament are described as 


radically different from those of Bishop

MOROCCO GOVERNOR'S 


IKIN ARE HELD CAPTIVES 


Nephews and Two Women, 
Kidnaped by Arabs, Are 


in Mountains. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Casablanca, Morocco, Oct. 23.—Resi- 
dent Governor Theodore Steeg’s 
nephew, Yves Steeg and Jean Maillet, 
and their friends, Mme, Prokoruff and 
Baroness Steinheil, who were kidnaped 
by Arabs of a hunting party in the 
Atlas mountains, are being held cap- 
tive by Moha Ou Said Bengrds, a 
powerful mountain chieftain, according, 
to reports of native emissaries sent out 
by Col. Ducat, chief of the French 
intelligence service. 

Military authorities are making 
every effort to get in touch with the 
captives, but are fearful they will en- 
danger the lives of the four prisoners 
if they use force. 

While the outrage is believed to be 
an isolated act of banditry carried out 
in the hope of obtaining heavy ran- 
som, the report today describes the 
situation in the Atlas region as serious. 
At a conference of the tribes two 
sheiks who advocated submission to 
the French were murdered by irrecon- 
cilables, and others were forced to fly 
for their lives.

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FACE MONEY CRISIS 
SAY SEVEN DEANS 


Girls of Moderate Means Are 
Being Denied Education, 
They Declare. 


GIFTS MOSTLY MADE 


TO SCHOOLS FOR MEN 


Faculties, as Well as Student 
Bodies, Are Suffering From 
Limited Equipment. 


Boston, Oct. 23 (A.P.).—The question 
of fair play for American women’s col- 
leges is raised today by the deans of 
seven of the best known of these insti- 
tutions. They say that most of Amer- 
ica’s money being in the hands of men, 
contributions to male education are s0 
much more liberal that girls of mod- 
erate means are being denied. 

The seven deans state the case of 
what they term the “crisis” in feminine 
institutions of higher learning in an 
article in the Atlantic Monthly. They 
number five women and two men, and 
they sign the article jointly. 

The colleges are Barnard, Bryn Mavr, 
Mount Holyoke, Radcliffe, Smith, Vassar 
and Wellesley. The deans are, respec- 
tively, Virginia Crocheron Gildersleeve, 


Marion Edwards Park, Mary E. Woolley, 
Ada L. Comstock, William Allan Neilson, 
Henry-Noble MacCracken and Ellen F. 
Pendleton. None of these colleges is far 
from 50 years old, the article says, and 
all represent the same period of Ameri- 
can educational histories in which wom- 
en’s right to higher education has been 
admitted. 


Marriage Trend Upward. 


Their 8,600 girls represent all sec- 
tions of the country; 47 per cent of 
them are public school products, 314% 
per cent products of private schools and 
21144 per cent a combination of the two. 

About 50 per cent of them marry and 
the trend to marriage is upward. “If 
women,” says the article, “mothers and 
teachers of the next generation, are to 
have as good an education as their 
brothers, as solid, as intelligent and as 
far seeing, then that education must 
be established so it can not slip back- 
ward. 

“Are we in America prepared to ad- 
mit the right of women to the same 
quality of educational opportunity as 
men? If we are, it follows that the 
institutions for women should receive 
financial support in proportion. Such 
support has not so far been given. 

“The largest of the women’s colleges, 
for example, has endowments yielding 
annually less than $120 per student, 
compared with $500 enjoyed by its 
nearest neighbor among the men’s col- 
leges, 

“The difference is made up by charg- 
ing higher fees and by greater econ- 
omy in operation. The fees have al- 
ready been raised to the point where 
the number of students from the less 
well-to-do families is showing a serious 
decline. 


Must Aid Scholarships. 


“A substantial amount of the in- 
come from increased fees has to be 
used for scholarships to retain our 
clientele even among thé daughters of 
teachers, ministers, doctors and other 
professional men on moderate salaries. 

“It is from these classes that, in our 
experience, come the largest proportion 
of good minds. It would be a great 
loss to the country if these girls could 
not be given the educational opportu- 
nities of which they make so excellent 
a use. 

“We need their still poorer sisters 
to maintain the democracy in our aca- 
demic life. 
the proportion of students from public 
high. schools is steadily declining, and 
a relaxing of these efforts would speed- 
ily bring us to a situation in which 90 
per cent of our students would come 
from expensive private schools. Such a 
result would be a calamity for all con- 
cerned.” 

Enumerating what “greater economy 
of operation” means, the article lists 
“restrictions on library and laboratory 
equipment, less opportunity for limita- 
tion of athletes, poorer apparatus and 
less leisure for research on the part of 
th. faculty.” 


How Situations Arose. 


Alumnae are exhausted by their ef- 
forts to raise funds, the limit of higher 
fees has been reached for present 
economic conditions and the seven 
institutions expect “more and more” 
to have their best teachers drawn away 
“by our wealthier brothers.” 

“It is easy enough to see how the 
situation has come about. Most of 
the money of the country is in hands 
of the men and those disposed to give 
large sums naturally think first of 
their own colleges. Even when their 
fortunes are at the disposal of their 
widows, the alma mater of a husband 
or son is much more likely to benefit 
than a college for women. 
sands of families in which both hus- 
band and wife are college bred, simul- 
taneous appeals have come during 
these last seven years for contribu- 
tions. In how many cases has the wife’s 


college fared as well as the husband's?

Conspiracy Hinted as Cause 
for Action Against the 
Former President. 


ARGENTINE ENVOY SAYS 
MATTER NOT DISCUSSED 


Incident Between 2 Countries 
Declared to Be on Way 
to Settlement. 


Santiago, Chile, Oct. 23 (A.P.)—For- 
mer President Arturo Alessandri, his 
son Herman, Senor Ernesto Barros Jar- 
pa, former minister of foreign affairs, 


and Senor Luis Alberto Cariola, manag- 
ing editor of Diario Ilustrado, left today 
for Buenos Aires. 

Advices from Chile by way of Buenos 
Aires Saturday reported that Alessandri 
and a number of other prominent men 
had been ordered exiled .by the Chilean 
government. 

Buenos Aires, Oct. 23 (A.P.).—Devel- 
opments in Chile are arousing keen in- 
terest in Argentina, for this country is 
indirectly involved in one of the inci- 
dents which is reported to Khave caused 
the exiling of the former Chilean Presi- 
dent, Arturo Aléssandri, several former 
cabinet ministers and others. 

The Argentine Ambassador to Chile, 
Ricardo Malbran, attended a dinner 
given by Luis Izquierdo, former premier 
and former ambassador at Washington, 
one of the men. exiled. The dinner 
was in honor of Benito Villanueva, 
former president of the Argentine sen- 
ate, and former President Alessandri was 
present. It was asserted that at this

Ambassador Malbran, finding himself 
in a difficult position, offered his resig- 
nation to the Argentine government, at 
the same time denying that any con- 
spiracy had been planned at the dinner. 
Late advices say that the incident is 
on the way to a satisfactory settlement 
with the aid of intervention by those 
who fear relations between Argentina 
and Chile might be endangered. Never- 
theless it is reported that the resigna- 
tion of Ambassador Malbran is possible 
at any moment.

Mrs. Grayson said that no decision as 
to the future of the expedition would 
be made until tomorrow. That the 
flight has not yet been abandoned 
seemed to be indicated by the fact that 
T. Harold Kinkaide, the Wright motor 
expert, and Igor Sikorsky, the plane’s 
builder, were immediately notified by 
telegraph to return. Kinkaide had 
fiown back to New York this morning

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AGRICULTURE'S GAIN 


§ HELD TO OFFSET 
INDUSTAN'S DECLINE 


Bankers Optimistic as They 
Gather at Houston for 
Convention. 


BUSINESS SATISFACTORY 
ON WHOLE, THEY AGREE 


Recessions Have Been in 
Those Lines Best Equipped 


to Withstand It. 


Houston, Tex., Oct. 23 (A.P.).—An 
improved agricultural situation, with 
resultant increased farmer purchasing 
power offsetting a moderate business 
recession, was pictured 1 statements 
here tonight by leading bankers of the 
Nation. 

The bankers, here to attend the an- 
nual convention of the American Bank- 
ers Association beginning tomorrow, 
were optimistic regarding conditions in 
the country as a whole and especially 
as to the position of agriculture. 

Some of their views follow, in part: 

M. A. Taylor, president of the Amer!i- 
can Bankers Association and president 
of the First Trust & Savings Bank, 
Chicago—“On the whole business has 
been satisfactory this year. This is 
true even though the upward trend of 
the last two years has not continued. 
In some important lines of industry 
recessions have taken place and profits 
generally have been lower even where 
the volume of business has not de- 
clined. It is a fortunate fact that such 
recession as has developed has affected 
lines best prepared to sustain it by a 
prolonged period of prosperity, namely, 
industry and commerce rather than 
agriculture. 


Farm Returns Satisfactory. 


“As to agriculture, which has been 
in need of improvement, it is this fall 
enjoying as a whole satisfactory crop 
returns either through large harvests or 
rising prices. Agricultural price indices, 
after several years of inequality, are 
now about on a parity with industrial 
price indices. Total agricultural in- 
come this year is expected to be some- 
what above the avérage of recent years.” 

T. R. Preston, first vice president of 
the American Bankers Association and 
president of the Hamilton National 
Bank, Chattanooga, Tenn.: 

“The volume of business for the year 
1927 may not be quite as large as for 
1926, but more people have shared in 
the prosperity. Especially is this true 
of the agricultural situation. The 
finances of the country were never on 
a sounder basis.” : 

W. R. Morehouse, president of the 
savings bank division, American Bank- 
ers Association, and vice president of 
the Security Trust and Savings Bank, 
Los Angeles: 

“Credit ease and the improved posi- 
tion of the farmer are favorable factors 
that are likely to cause an increase in 
general business activity as the season 
advances and will help sustain the 
great national prosperity prevailing for 
several years.” 


No Very Definite Trend. 


M. E. Holderness, chairman of the 
public relations committee, American 
Bankers Association, and vice president 
of the First National Bank, St. Louis: 

“The outstanding fact in the busi- 
ness situation is the great variety of ap- 
parently conflicting forces, together 
with lack of any very definite trend. 
While some important lines show an ex- 
panding trend, conditions in others are 
not encouraging. Despite the spotty 
conditions of industry, the fundamental 
situation remains sound. Improve- 
ment in the agricultural outlook-is one 
of the outstanding constructive forces.” 

Burton M. Smith, chairman of the 
agricultural commission of the Ameri- 
can Bankers Association and president 
of the Bank of North Lake, Wis.: 

“From an agricultmra) standpoint in 
business, the condition of the farmer 
looks much better. The farmer in gen- 
eral is putting more business into his 
efforts and is gradually working out his 
own problems,” 


Agriculture Gains on Industry. 


John R. Downing, president of the 
Clearing House Section, American Bank- 
ers Association, and vice president of 
the Citizens Union National Bank, 
Louisville, Ky.: 

“Probably for the first time since 
1920 agriculture is catching step with 
industry. If this pace can be main- 
tained, I see no reason why business 
can not continue to go forward.” 

Francis H. Sisson, vice president of 
the Guaranty Trust Co., New York: 

“The conspicuous feature of the busi- 
ness situation is failure of autumn re- 
vival to measure up to expectations.” 

Robert E. Maddox, chairman of the 
board of the Atlanta and Lowry Na- 


| tional Bank, Atlanta, Ga.: 


“The general business outlook in the 
Southeast is very encouraging. While 
our industrial growth has -been rapid, 
cotton still plays an important part in 
our commercial activities, and, although 
the crop is much smaller than last 
year, the prevailing price more than 
offsets the reduction and the South 
ban receive more for its cotton this 
year.”

PAYERS TALK OF STRIKE 


Paris, Oct. 23 (A.P.).—Income tax 
figures in France look puny compared 
with those of the United States. partly 
because there are fewer rich people in 
this country and also probably because 
quite a number of those who have 
money do not tell the government all 
they know about their incomes. Out 
of a population of 41,000,000 less than 


2,000,000 reported their incomes last 
year. The average income reported was 
slightly under $1,000. Two-thirds of 
those who filed reports affirmed that 
their incomes were between $280 and 
$800. f 

For the entire year half a million 
Frenchmen reported earning between 
$800 and $2.900, while 83,689 acknowl- 
edged incomes between $2,000 and 
$4,000. Forty-seven thousand French- 
men reported incomes ranging from 
$4,000 to $20,000, and 1,484 admitted 
making between $20,000 ind $40,000. In 
the r 'lionaire class—a millio francs 
being about $40,000—there were only 
345 returns. 

Years ago a French finance minister 
was reported to have said that any one 
who paid income taxes was a “pear,” 
which is French for “sap,” and a great 
many of his countrymen agree with 
him, although it is becoming more dif- 
ficult to dodge the tax collector. 

Having income tax at all is a rela- 
tively new thing in state finance—it 
was begun only toward the end of the 
war. The machinery for the collection 
of this tax has been imperfect, but now 
it is being tightened up and is becom- 
ing more exacting. The government has 
felt that it had to go slowly in enforce- 
ment, as this form of tax has been and 
is exceedingly unpopular. 

The secrecy about income is a highly 
developed trait. “A Frenchman tells 
his wife only one-half his income,” is a 
remark attributed to an official of the 
ministry of finance, while another is: 
“Neither father nor mother admit to 
their children more than one-quarter 
of their income.” 

So strong has been the prejudice in 
France against income taxes that there 
has been talk of a strike of taxpayers. 


GERMANY STILL POOR, 
STRESEMANN WARNS 


Nation Is Cautioned Against 
Trying to Give Impres- 


sion of Wealth. 

Berlin, Oct. 23 (A.P.).—Germany is 
not a wealthy nation and ought not to 
create the impression that she is, For- 
eigh Minister Stresemann warned in a 


speech at a meeting of the German Peo- 
ple’s party at Leignitz, Silesia, Satur- 
day night. 

“The reduction in unemployment, to- 
gether with the improvement in Ger- 
many’s buying capacity is clear proof of 
the progress of Germany’s economic 
position,” said the foreign minister. 
“This must not lead to the assump- 
tion that Germany’s economic position 
is safe, for the loss of her former for- 
tunes and the small inclination of the 
people to save have made Germany de- 
pendent upon foreign loans, which are 
in great danger unless they are fully 
used for productive purposes.” 

He expressed the belief that in view 
of her productive energies, Germany 
could absorb further loans, but this 
could not continue forever and she 
ought not to create the impression that 
she is a wealthy nation, which is not 
the case. He finally urged the neces- 
sity of reorganizing and effecting econ- 
omies in the civil service to prevent 
fresh burdens being placed upon the 
reich budget. 


LA GUARDIA UNCOVERS 
U.S. SPEAK-EASY BILL 


Letter Shows Government 
Spent $7,264 to Trap

New York, Oct. 23 (A.P.).—Repre-

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JAPAN HOLDS SECRET 
MANEUVER OF FLEET 


Extraordinary Precautions 
+ Are Taken as Emperor 
Looks On. 


HUGE SUBMARINE THERE 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Tokyo, Oct. 23.—Unaccountable se- 
crecy surrounds the grand naval 
maneuvers now taking place, with the 
emperor looking on. The entire fleet is 
participating, with 200 airplanes in one 
section operating from the Kiushiu 
Island base and endeavoring to capture 
Yokohama Bay. The maneuvers will 
continue throughout the week, culmi- 
nating in a grand review off Yokosuka 
next Sunday. 

Requests by newspaper correspon- 
dents to witness the review were re- 
fused by the navy department. The 
Japanese recently added a number of 
supérsubmafines to thelr fleet, the 
presence of which in the mameuvers 
may account for the shroud of secrecy. 

A foreign naval expert who watched 
the surface operations of one new sub- 
marine earlier this month described the 
craft as the biggest in the world. 

The recent naval secrecy is causing 
comment among naval attaches and 
allied circles, as no reason appears to 
exist now more than usual. Recently a 
naval attache attending a social func- 
tion at Yokosuka naval station was 
met at the station and taken through 
theyard in an automobile, the win- 
dows of which were heavily curtained.

Austro-German Group 
Plan Joint Penal Code 


Berlin, Oct. 23 (A.P.).—Preliminary 
negotiations for the drawing up of a 
joint penal code for Germany and 


Austria by parliamentary representa- 
tives of the two countries have begun 
at Berlin. An agreement has been 
reached that the work of this Austro- 
German commission is to be reported 
step by step to the parliamentary com- 
mittees on punitive law of the respec- 
tive countries, and they will then de- 
cide on the question of Austro-German 
cooperation. 


After long preparations a bill was 
presented in the reichstag in June pro- 
viding for a new penal code. This 
code as Outlined is very similar to that 
of Austria, and this has been taken as 
an indication that Germany and Aus- 
tria are drawing closer together.

The Vatican, it is stated, will con- 
sider the editorials which have appeared 
in the Osservatore Romano and the 
Fascist paper as “a journalistic epi- 
sode,” not affecting the responsibilities 
or views on the difficult problem of 
either the church or the state, between 
which, it is understood, the negotia- 
tions which began a few years ago will 
continue without hindrance by the re- 
cent newspaper polemics.

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WHY WAGES ARE HIGH. 


It takes a Paris bricklayer ten times as long 
as a bricklayer in Philadelphia to earn the 
equivalent of an ounce of gold, according to 
statistics compiled by the National Industrial 
Conference Board. In the printing trade the 
hand compositor in Paris must work five eight- 
hour days.to earn the equivalent of the Phila- 
delphia printer’s daily wage. In Berlin the 
craftsman must work nearly four times as long, 
and the London compositor must work nearly 
twice as long as the Philadelphian. 

Several days ago Newcomb Carlton, presi- 
dent of the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
attributed the $1,000,000 wage increase re- 
cently granted its employes to modern inven- 
tions which have enabled the men to turn out 
more work. He stated further that at the 
present rate of progress telegraphers would be 
earning several times their present rate of pay 
within ten years. 

The fact that the American workman is paid 
at a higher rate than his European brother is 
attributable largely to the greater use of auto- 
matic machinery in the United States. Wages 
and. production are closely linked together. 
Without greater productivity, which may be 
interpreted also to mean more economical 
method, wages can not advance. This fact was 
largely overlooked in the obstruction and dis- 
order that followed the original introduction 
of automatic machinery. Labor then saw only 
that its jobs were being supplanted by ma- 
chines, It did not realize that the man with a 
machine to labor with him would be more pro- 
ductive, and hence able to command a better 
wage, 

The Western Union has been making greater 
use of automatic machinery during the last few 
years, and the pay envelopes of its employes 
are reflecting the innovation. A similar devel- 
opment has been going on in all other trades. 
Extension of the use of automatic machinery is 
of benefit to every one. 


“TREAT ’EM ROUGH.” 


According to the War Department there 
are fashions in munitions of war as well as in 
the uniforms worn by men of war. During 
the strenuous days of the civil conflict both 
sides used the combination of metal scraps 
known technically as ‘‘canister.” Long be- 
fore Fort Sumter was fired upon, canister was 
recognized as of great value for short range 
warfare, where the maximum of destruction 
from each charge was desired. In the early days 
of gunpowder the smooth-bore weapons of that 
time were loaded with great charges of scrap 
of all sorts of metal. Anything that would kill 
or mutilate the foe was good enough. Now the 
shot for a long-distance piece, one of the 
Navy’s 12-inch shells, for example, is as care- 
fully “tooled” as the mechanism of the weapon 
itself. 

Canister, however, is in a stage of resurrec- 
tion. Until recently the department had 
failed to find a suitable weapon for the 37- 
millimeter gun tank in performing the work 
for which it is primarily employed, namely, 
attack upon machine gun nests, other tanks 
and like objects. It was found during the late 
war that it is often important that a tank 
should be prepared to attack personnel. There- 
fore the department decided to test out the 
old familiar canister shot. Early tests failed 
to develop a canister that was sufficiently cer- 
tain in its effect to warrant its adoption. But 
now a new canister developed by the ordnance 
department can be used effectively against 
personnel, which is the polite way of designat- 
ing ‘the other fellow, at ranges of 25 to 100 
yards, This is enough for the purpose of the 
Tank Corps, that purpose being to ‘‘treat ’em 
rough.” It is surely rough treatment to fire 
a canister full of scrap at a nest of machine 
gunners, even when the nest is filled with 
enemy “personnel.” Thus war is bringing into 
use again a brand of ammunition that was 
supposed to have reached the stage of innocu- 
ous peenetude long ago. 


. . A DANGEROUS FRENCHMAN. 


Ten years ago it would have been thought

American women may be able to resist such 
a seductive method of approach, but there are 
no assurances that this is to be the case. A few 
snips of the scissors and a pin here and there 
may charm them back to the shops of France. 
M. Poiret is in his present role a dangerous 
man, despite the lugubrious mien with which 
he advances to the attack. 


TARIFF INQUISITIONS. 


Ever since the Tariff Commission decided 
that it was necessary to send spies into the 
‘enemy’s territory” to ascertain the cost of 
production of goods exported to the United 
States there has been a growing feeling of 


resentment in those countries. On several 
occasions recently the protests against the 
visits of the agents of the commission have 
been so loud and emphatic that the President 
has been compelled to take cognizance of 
them. 

Nor are these criticisms confined to foreign 
manufacturers and producers, for Americans 
who have called upon the commission to recom- 
mend that the flexible clause of the tariff law 
be used for their protection have chafed under 
the delays that inevitably follow the ordering 
of the spy force to the countries from which 
competing products are imported. In one in- 
stance, at least, a manufacturer, after wait- 
ing more than a year for a response to his ap- 
peal for protection against ruinous European 
competition, was compelled to abandon manu- 
facture and scrap his plant. 

The Department of Commerce maintains a 
large force of commercial agents who gather 
information from all over the world without 
creating that feeling of antagonism that is 
created by the .Tariff Commission’s methods. 
The reports of these semidiplomatic represen- 
tatives of the Commerce Department, being al- 
ways available, should furnish the commission 
with all necessary information. That is the 
view of Attorney General Sargent, who, in re- 
sponse to a request of the President for an 
opinion, holds that foreign investigations to 
determine the costs of production in cases 
arising under the flexible clause of the tariff 
are unnecessary, and that the commission may 
rely upon other sources of information, such 
as customs invoices, the reports of the De- 
partment of Commerce, and similar data which 
are available in this country. 

The opinion of the Attorney General ought 
to lead to the elimination of expensive jour- 
neyings abroad, thereby materially reducing 
the expense account of the commission. The 
abandonment of offensive inquisitions would 
also lead to better understanding between the 
United States and foreign governments, and a 
material reduction in the delay in reaching 
decisions when appeals are made to the com- 
mission for higher duties under the flexible 
tariffi—on window glass from Belgium, cher- 
ries from Italy, and corn products from Argen- 
tina, for instance. 


WHAT PRICE BEAUTY? 


If the figures issued by the Woman’s Bureau 
of the Department of Labor are correct, the 
annual cost of keeping the American woman 
the most beautiful in the world exceeds the 
war debts owed by half a dozen countries of 
Europe to the United States. 

According to the figures just issued by that 
very active division of the Department of 
Labor the female of the species is far more 
costly than the male, when it comes to the 
amounts paid out to maintain the pulchritude 
that is the pride of American women and their 
male relatives. The bureau’s statisticians find 
taat the beauty parlors, which are now found 
in every city and every village, take in as fees 
not less than $5,000,000 every day, and that 
the total cost of beautifying girls between the 
ages of 8 and 80 exceeds $1,825,000,000 every 
year. 

It might be assumed that the workers in’ 
the beauty shops which show such a vast turn- 
over are among the highest paid “artists” of 
the labor world. But such is not the case. 
The beauty makers are compelled to work 
long hours, irregularly, and of the great sums 
that pass into the money tills of the beauty 
shops less than one-third is retained by the 
women who do the work. In June last, the 
reports show, the average weekly wages of 
these artistic women was only $17.37. 

“The vanity of the American woman,” says 
the report, “is “aking millionaires, but not 
among those who do the massaging, manicur- 
ing and marcelling.’” The real money in beauty 
culture is to be made by owning a shop or 
by manufacturing cosmetics. Recent investi- 
gations in New York reveal that manicurists 
average only °15 a week and that the best 
returns that can be expected by a real good 
marceller or ‘“‘finger waver” is $35 or $40. 

Scoffers may howl in rage over the expendi- 
ture of nearly $2,000,000,000 each year for 
the beautification of wives, sisters and sweet- 
hearts, but most of the males with good eye- 
sight will hold to the opinion that the results 
justify the cost. 


THE GASOLINE TAX. 


All except four States exact a tax on gaso- 
line. This tax ranges from 1 cent to 4 cents 
a gallon, and there are few motorists to com- 
plain of the tariff, because in almost every in- 
stance the funds thus collected are expended 
in the building and maintenance of highways. 

New York is one of the States that have 
not yet enacted legislation to this end, so that 
the traveler from Washington finds that while 
he is called u,on to pay as much as 25 cents 
for a gallon of high-grade “gas” in Maryland 
or Pennsylvania, he gets the same grade ex- 
actly for 19 cents as soon as he crosses the 
This is due partly to 
the absence of the gasoline tax and partly to 
discrimination in favor of New York by the 
gasoline producers. 

For several years the commissioner of pub- 
lic works'‘in Albany has urged the legislature 
to impose a tax on gasoline. Up to the present 
time, however, the opposition to the proposal 
has been so strong that every effort on the 
part of the State government in this direction 
has been futile. The opposition comes from 
two forces: First, the car owners in the big 


cities, who oppose the tax because it is pro- 


posed to use all the proceeds in building and 
maintaining the country highways; and the 
second, panee members of: Abe legislature, me 
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general fund of the State. 

It is because the constitution of the State 
prohibits taxation for a specific purpose that 
is not alike beneficial to all the civil-divisions, 
and that the gasoline tax, as proposed, would 
not be expended on the streets of the incor- 
porated villages and cities, that there has not 
yet been devised a tax plan that meets general 
approval. A few days ago, however, at a gen- 
eral meeting of members of automobile clubs 
and associations the principle of the gasoline 
tax was heartily indorsed. 

But—and there’s the rub—the advocates of 
such a tax insist that the funds thus collected, 
which will amount to $10,000,000 or $20,000,- 
000, according to the rate, shall all be used 
in the improvement of the highways. Before 
this can be assured the constitution must be 
amended, and that can not be accomplished 
in less than two years. It seems probable, 
however, that New York will eventually join 
the other States in taxing the fuel of cars 
using the highways, as the best means of se- 
curing funds with which to maintain those 
thoroughfares. 


MAJ. GEN. DICKMAN. 


Maj. Gen. Joseph T. Dickman died yester- 
day in Washington following a heart attack. 
He was graduated from the United States 
Military Academy in 1881 and was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant of cavalry the 
same year. For 45 years he served as an 
officer of the United States Army, having been 
retired in October, 1921. 

Gen. Dickman was one of the outstanding 
soldiers in the World War: During his earlier 
service he saw duty in China and the Philip- 
pines. On March 4, 1918, he went overseas 
with the First Division. He saw service in 
the Aisne defense, the Chateau Thierry sector, 
the Champaigne-Marne defenses, the Aisne- 
Marne and the MeuseArgonne offenses, later 
taking command of the Third Army, which he 
organized and led into Germany. Upon him 
was bestowed the American Distinguished 
Service Medal, the French Croix de Guerre and 
the Panaman Medal la Solidarided. He was 
also admitted, in recognition of his service in 
France, to the Legion of Honor, by France; 
the Order of the Bath, by Great Britain; the 
Order of Leopold, by Belgium, and the Order 
of the Crown, by Italy. 

His life, extending through the biblical three- 
score years and ten, was devoted entirely to 
the service of his country. Few men have 
been privileged as he has to dedicate their lives 
thus to service. His memory merits well the 
homage of the Nation. 


MUSCLE SHOALS. 


Senator Norris, of Nebraska, during his 
term of service as chairman of the committee 
on agriculture, opposed all efforts to dispose 
of the Muscle Shoals power plant to any 
private corporation. At one time he believed 
that the power developed at the dam might 
be used to advantage in the fixation of nitrogen 
from the air for the purpose of manufacturing 
fertilizer. But Senator Norris has changed 
his mind as to the desirability of using water 
power for such a purpose, 

“I am convinced that it is economically 
unsound to try to use water power to get 
nitrogen out of the air,’’ Senator Norris now 
says. But he is still firmly of the opinicn 
that it would be unsound, commercially or 
otherwise, to permit the power of the Tennes- 
see River, which has been harnessed at Muscle 
Shoals, to fall into the control of any private 
individual, company or corporation. Only the 
Government should operate that great works, 
in the opinion of the senator. He fears that 
any other policy would inevitably lead to the 
control of the works by the “power trust” and 
the exploitation of the consumers of power. 

Senator Norris at present is studying the 
nitrate fixation plants which chemical corpora- 
tions have established in West Virginia and 
Virginia. But no matter what may be devel- 
oped in the way of knowledge of nitrogen 
fixation, Mr. Norris is unalterably opposed to 
the leasing of the Muscle Shoals plant to any 
corporation at any time, or under any cir- 
cumstances. The Government must operate 
that plant if it is to be operated at all. The 
fact that Government operation of the rail- 
roads for three years cost the taxpayers about 
$600,000,000 more than the earnings of those 
roads and that the ships operated by the 
United States Shipping Board set the tax- 
payer back several millions each year “cuts 
no ice” with the senator. He announces that 
the Shoals plant will never be operated, if 
he can prevent it, by any other than officials 
and employes of the Federal Government. 
Well, if there are not enough of them on the 
pay roll today it will be easy to discover a 
sufficient number to accept the jobs, especially 
as they will be sure of their salaries, whether 
the plant “pays” or not. The Treasury is 
always in operation. 


COLLEGE STRIKES, 


Several years ago the country witnessed an 

epidemic of student strikes. Since then similar 
rebellions have come to light occasionally. 
Now, however, another epidemic seems to have 
struck the seats of learning. The entire 
student body of Virginia Military Institute, 
protesting against the expulsion of a number 
of seniors for participation in hazing, went on 
strike early last week. Several days earlier, 
the students of Hampton Institute, also in Vir- 
ginia, struck and forced the temporary closing 
of the institution, in protest against a faculty 
order that lights be burned during the exhibi- 
tion of moving pictures. Subsequently the 
football team of Franklin and Marshall Col- 
lege, Pennsylvania, walked out in protest 
against the demotion of the varsity football 
coach. Now students of the University of 
Oklahoma have asked for greater freedom for 
*‘dates,’”” and have protested against the anti- 
automobile rule. They threaten to lay down 
their academic tools unless a series of de- 
mands which have been drawn up are granted 
by the faculty. 

Young men and 
women are expected to gain in college a cer- 
tain amount of academic knowledge and in- 
creased ability to live within discipline and to 
discipline themselves. Their collegiate careers

ENDS HlS LIFE WITH ‘ 


Well-Known Eastern Rider 
Had Been Appearing at the 
Jamaica Track. 


COTTON FILLS KEYHOLES 


Special to The Washington Post. 
New York, Oct. 23.—Little Bennie 
Marinelli, the jockey, known to thou- 


sands of racegoers as one of the best 
riders in America, has ridden his last 
race. 
Broken in health and spirit, as well 
as financially, and with vague threats 
from the powers-that-be in racing of 
being ruled off the turf for severa] re- 
cent questionable rides, Benny decided 
that life was futile and turned on the 
gas. His body was discovered this 
morning by a fellow roomer in a fur- 
nished rooming house owned by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Snedeker in Jamaica, L. I. 
The diminutive jockey had ‘engaged 
the room only two days previously. 
Early Saturday morning he galloped the 


horses of A. Swenke, at the Jamaica | ford. 


track. Returning to his room shortly 
after 7 a. m., he informed a friend he 
intended to feign illness, so he wouldn’t 
have to ride Everglade, his employer’s 
horse, in the third race at the Empire 
track, Yonkers, that afternoon. 

“I’m going to stall about my foot 
hurting,” he said. 

Police investigation disclosed he had 
made elaborate plans to insure success 
in ending his life.. Keyholes and crev- 
ices around the windows had been 
stuffed with cotton to seal his death 
chamber. 

A note which he wrote apparently but 
a few moments before the gas rendered 
him unconscious, indicated marital 
unhappiness had preyed on his mind. 

“Don’t let my wife come near me,’’ he 
wrote in his last letter, addressed to 
his brother, Alfred, of Newark, N. J. 
“She cares for me no longer, my health 
is broken and I’m tired of living.” 

Marinelli was born 25 years ago in 
the East, but he first came into promi- 
nence at the Tia Juana, Mexico, race- 
track seven years ago. He returned East 
under contract to E. G. Soule, famous 
handicapper, and rode a full season be- 
fore his contract was sold to the Mar- 
rone Stable. He rode many races for 
R. T. Wilson, society sportsman. 

Two years ago he narrowly escaped 
death at. the Jamaica track, when Up- 
ton, his mount, stumbled and fell in 
the path of Firearm, ridden by Mark 
Fator. Both boys were heavily thrown 
and one of the horses’ crushed Mari- 
nelli’s skull with its hoof. For more 
than a week he was unconscious, but 
apparently recovered fully before he re- 
turned to the saddle.

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED 
AT NEW: YORK MEETING 


‘Better Living Conditions Are 
Reported in Russia Than 
Ever Before. 


New York, Oct. 23 (A.P.).—Resolu- 
tions urging the United States to rece 
ognize the Russian Soviet republic 
were ddopted today at a mass meet- 
ing in Madison Square Garden, ad- 
dressed by members of the unofficial 
American labor delegation which re- 
cently teturned from a two months’ 
tour of that country. 

Prof. Jerome Davis, of Yale Univer- 
sity, an advisor who accompanied the 
delegation, said America had received

Production Is Higher, 


Industrial production he found to be 
®o per cent higher last year than in 1913, 
although the quality was inferior. He 
said that last year 10 per cent was 
added to the value of the nation’s in- 
dustries and that, although wages were 
only a fourth to a third as high as in 
the United States, they were higher 
than they have ever been in Russia. 
Since the formation of the Soviet gov- 
ernment, he said, the wages of miners 
have been increased 150 per cent and 
railroad wages have jumped 87 per 
cent. 

“As a whole,” Prof. Douglas said, “the 
Russian worker, taking into considera- 
tion his level of earnings, is guaranteed 
more than any other worker in the 
world.” ‘ 

“What Russia needs is peace and se- 
curity, and it is for this reason that I 
favor the recognition of Russia by the 
United States,” he said. “The Russian 
revolution must be saved. It would be 
a crime to let it go down, not only be- 
cause it is the most ingeresting experi-

Labor’s Aid Is Urged. 


John Brophy, a member of the United 
Mine Workers of America, and Albert 
P. Coyle, secretary of the delegation, 
urged labor to do all in its power to 
bring about recognition of Russia. 
Coyle read a message from James 
Maurer, president of the Pennsylvania 
State Federation of Labor and a mem- 
ber of the delegation, urging recognition 
as “absolutely mecessary for world 

ace.” 

A challenge was read from Silas 3B 
Axtell, a lawyer who had described him- 
self as an “unofficial” member of the 
delegation, offering to debate the ques- 
tion of Russian recognition with any 
member of the delegation. He suzg- 
gested the debate be held within 30 
days and specified the question as “That 
the United States is Right in Not Rec- 
oghizing Russia.” Henry T. Hunt, 
chairman of the meeting, announced 
that the debate would be arranged.

ENGLISH DEPORTEES 
BEATEN IN “REVOLT” 


Two Leaders in Padded 
Cell After Battle.

New York, Oct. 23—An English “re- | 
volt,” featgred by smashed witidows 
and developing into a free-for-all bat~ 
tle, ended quickly and disastrously at 
Ellis Island today in Uncle Sam's de- 
tention pen for alien criminals ordered | 
deported. 

After weeks of sullen growling, James 
Hume and Remley Reid, two English- 
men who had ianguished there four 
months, started the outbreak when

They seized stools and proceeded to 
break furniture and 
wreck the pen, with 23 other deportees 
in it. Michael Marino, the lone guard,

With 
other guards, he subdued the two lead- 
ers in a battle royal. With battered 
heads, Hume and Reid were chucked 
into the padded cell at the island—the 
cell designed when Louis the lion 
tamer, a wrecker himself, was enter- 
tained by Uncle Sam years ago. Ellis 
Island officials declared Hume a Reid 
have served prison terms here, but their 
records were not available today. State 
Department red tape has delayed their 


deportation. 


MOTHER SEEKS BOY 
WHO LOST JEWELRY 


Not Prosecute Youth 
Who Disappeared. 


New York, Oct. 28 (A.P.).—A mother, 
who has made restitution for a parcel 
of gems which her son lost almost a 
year ago, today asked police of the 
Missing Persons Bureau to find her boy, 
who went away last December to stay 
until he made enough money to pay 
for the jewelry. 

Mrs. Sarah Stewart told police that 


before Christmas last year after being 
intrusted by his employer with the de- 
livery of some jewelry to a firm in 
Maiden lane. Later he wrote his mothe: 
telling her that he had lost the pack- 
age in the subway and that he feared 
no one would believe his story. He said 
he would work hard and earn the value 
of the lost gems before he would re- 
turn. 

Mrs. Stewart has saved enough to pay 
the jeweler, who says he believes Will- 
iam to be honest and will not prosecute 
him if he comes home.

CARAVAN IS PROPOSED 


Walsenburg, Colo., Oct. 23 (A.P.).— 
Apparently determined to stop all min- 
ing activity in Colorado through the 
medium of picketing, striking coal 
miners, led by members of the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World, pledged 
themselves to start an intensive picket- 
ing campaign at a meeting in the 
southern field today. 

Having told Gov. William H. Adams 
that no troops or financial help were 
necessary to cope with the situation, 
Huerfano County commissioners were 
scheduled to meet with Sheriff Harry 
Capps Monday morning to ‘map out a 
law enforcing campaign. 

While the miners in a mass meeting 
at Ludlow, 27 miles south of here, were 
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field decided to go en masse to the 
Fremont County mines to enlist the 
sympathies of the workers there. As 
yet Fremont County has been unaffect- 
ed ty the walkout , 
At a mass meeting at Lafayette to- 
day, attended by more than 3,000 
strikers.and their wives, some 30 speak- 
ers, including A. 8. Embree, national 
organizer for the I. W. W., and K 
Clemens, chairman cf the strike com- 
mittee there, urged the formation of

GROUP of fathers engaged in 
A casual conversation, and there- 
fore jumping about from subject 
to subject, like goats on a rock pile, 
happened to hit on the appetites of 


children as a matter for casual discus- 


sion. Several of them said their chil- 
dren were short on appetites. Their 
problem was to get their children to 
eat enough. 

Many mothers will give these dads 
the ha! ha! What do fathers know 
about children, anyhow? On the other 
hand, many women will say the dads 


know their onions and they. will ve 
it by telling the story of their 
As a matter of fact, all these people on 
both sides wefe opening the windows to 
their homes and permitting the lis- 
teners to look in. 

There are children who are without 
appetite because of sickness, but in 
the case of the great majority the 
trouble is with the training. The great 
bulk of such children need to be re- 
turned tothe basis of Topsy, who “jes’ 
growed.” 


The subject ts not unimportant. One 
section of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation spent an hour or more dis- 
cussing it last summer. Nine learned 
doctors, some of them great, long- 
haired bespectacled professors, discus- 
sed the subject, and they all agreed 
substani‘al)-’. Will wonders never 


cease? 

Dr. Aldrich started the thing off. In 
substance, he was against overfeeding, 
teasing children to eat, punishing them 
for not eating, paying them for eating. 
giving them set amounts to eat and re- 
quiring them to eat those amounts, 
feeding between meals, feeding children 
with colds or other illness who did not 
want to eat. He was in favor of having 
the child play enough to get up a good 
appetite, of giving him plenty of good 
food, of having a good, happy, easy, 
free time for everybody at table and 
then letting the youngster eat in peace 
If he ate, all right; if he didn’t, all 
right. But no beefiing and nagging 
under any. circumstances. 

While some foods were better for 
children than others, he was opposed 
to any direct methods for promoting 
the use of the one, or for opposing the 
use of the other. 


In order to make the weaning of the 
baby easy he begins giving an occa- 
sional bottle, or an occasional spoonful 
of food to young babies. For the same 
reason hve kegins giving orange juice 
and a little cod liver oil in very early 
babyhood. He begins the use of cereals 
very gradually. Likewise, the use of 
soups and vegetables. He is opposed to 
sudden changes of diet and, above all, 
those put over by compulsion. In feed- 
ing older children he uses no high pow- 
er stuff. His principle is “Let appetite 
be your guide.” Food is never forced 
If the child has a fever, or a cold, or 
a pain, he is not coaxed or cajoled to 
eat. As to food between meals he dis- 
missed the subject by saying: “This 
was not advised for any child.” 

Then the discussion opened. Every 
doctor agreed that the fault was gen- 
erally with the parents or the nurse 
The remedy lay in educational prophy- 
laxis, whic means, in persuading par- 
ents to let their children alone, un- 
educate themselves on calories, food 
values, vitamins and such; to let their 
children live more naturally, to play 
harder, to think less of and about 
themselves, and then to eat as nature 
directs; to let them “jes’ grow.”

ee Bt is apparent to me that the 


average girl chooses a co- 

educational college so as to put 
herself before the opposite sex and 
increase her chance of landing a man 
in the best marriage market in the 
world,” writes a reader. 

What of it? Isn’t marriage, after 
all, what nearly every normal human 
looks forward to? And, granting that, 
why not select the boy or girl with 
whom one has gone t) school? 

Fifty years ago coeducation was a 
live issue. Now that we have it every- 
where, it is oly natural that some 
one come along who advocate — sebre- 
gation in education. 

Instead.of saying that coeducational 
institutions are matrimonial marts, it 
would be more to the point to describe 
them as market place. where each one 
brings his tastes, interests and capaci- 
ties and looks over the goods displayed 
in the stalls presided over by the pro- 
fessorial salesman. Quite naturally, as 
in any market, the prospective cus- 
tomers get acquainted with each other. 
They learn of others’ likes and dis- 
likes, what others wear, think and do. 
Their perspective on life is broadened 
through contacts. 

And what more important contact 
than the opposite sex? Nextt _ select- 
ing a job, the business uf getting hap- 
pily married is most important. 

Who wants to lose his or her head 
in one of life’s most important ven- 
tures? Boys and girls who see one 
another daily in the class rooms, halis 
and dining rooms of coeducational 
schools, who see one another in all the 
varied conditions which make up col- 
lege life, are much less apt to lose 
their heads over one another than 
those boys and girls who are sent to 
separate schools and are allowed to 
meet only occasionally during vaca- 
tions.

Diegel fought a gallant uphill battle 
from the very start of the match. Dur- 
ing the first nine holes his head was 
never above water. It is true that he

TRADE EXPANSION 
5 LAGGING BEHIND 
LAST YEAR RECORD 


Improvement in Some Lines, 
but Irregular Trends 
Still Dominate. 


PRODUCTION OF AUTOS 
AND SALES DECLINE 


Seasonable Weather, How- 
ever, Quickens the Demand 
for Dry Goods. 


New York, Oct, 23 (A.P.).—Irregular 
tendencies continued to characterize 
the business situation last week, the 
expected fall expansion again being 
pushed back into the future. Im- 
provement was reported in some lines, 
but if was nominal, and the so-called 
indices of industry still showed a dis- 
position to lag venine the records of 
last year. 

Buying of steel was termed disap- 
pointing, although railroad track sup- 
plies were again in fair demand. The 
automobile trade had not yet come 
into the market for sheets to any great 
extent. Finished steel and scrap were 


weaker, and pig iron was quoted at 
the lowest levels in thirteen years. 
Mill operations, estimated at 60 to 61 
per cent of capacity, compared with 
approximately 85 per cent a year ago. 

Car loadings fell back not only from 
the corresponding week of last year, 
but from the preceding week as well. 
A loss of about 1 per cent-is shown by 
the totals for the year. 

Production of motor cars declined as 
the industry marked time. Sales of 
new cars were behind last year, the 
slowing up in demand being again at- 
tributed to the public’s inclination to 
await the appearance of new models. 


Petroleum Survey Optimistic. 


Lumber was quiet in reflection af 
lessening activity in the building trade. 
The first nine months have shown de- 
crease of nearly 10 per cent from last 
year’s figures in the value of building 
permits. 


Little was heard from the petroleum 
industry other than some rather dis- 


appointing earnings reports. An op- 
timistic survey of the future by the 
head of a large oil company, however, 
created a comfortable feeling in. many 
quarters. The rate of crude production 
was again on the down grade. 

More seasonable weather in many 
sections of the country resulted in a 
quickening demand for dry goods. New 
business in textiles, however, is run- 
ning behind current production. Buy- 
ers of cottot, goods were beginning to 
show recovery ‘from the uncertainty 
caused earlier by unsettled conditions 
in the speculative cotton market. Silks 
were being bought for spring delivery in 
fair volume. 

The crops have been affected by ad-

the price of that grain to the lowest 
level of the season, and below last 
year’s figure. Corn, oats, and barley 
also were lower. The corn belt reported 
the need of cold, dry weather to cure 
the crop. 
The production of bituminous coal, 
following the end of strikes in Indiana 
and Illinois, rose to the weekly 
total since last April, but the demand 
was slack and there were reports of 
much coal held on sidings, with de- 
murrage accumulating. Prices were 
somewhat lower despite the approach 
of the winter season. 

Some stiffening in time money and 
commercial paper rates were recorded 
during the week, but there was no ma- 
terial change in the credit situ&tion. 
The New York Federal Reserve Bank 
maintained its rediscount rate at 34 
per cent, and the call loan market was 
well supplied with funds, 

Bank clearings increased around 8 
per cent over the corresponding period 
of 1926 and about 25 per cent over the 
week before, a holiday week. Bank 
debits also gained. 


FLOOD OF NEW BONDS 
FINDS MARKET STRONG 


Issues Above $200,000,000 
Total for the Second 
Successive Week. 


U. S. FINANCING AWAITED 


New York, Oct. 23 (A.P.).—New issues 
rising well above the $200,000,000 mark 
for the second successive week held 


the center of interest in the bond mar- 
ket last week. This flood of new ma- 
terial, combined with the unsually high 
levels at which many investment is- 
sues were selling, resulted in consider- 
able hesitancy in the listed trade. 
Prices, which had gradually advanced 
to the highest point since 1913, began 
to show a disposition to retreat. 

This was coincident with a stiffen- 
ing of time money and commercial 
paper rates. 

Announcement by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank that new Treasury financing 
was expected shortly also was a factor 
in the slowing up of the market. Al- 
though predictions were made of the 
form the Government flotation would 
take, many traders preferred to mark 
time pending a definite outline by the 
Treasury Department. Until the con- 
crete statement is made by Secretary 
Mellon’s office, it is likely that trading 
will be of a desultory character and 
prices will move in a more or less hori- 
zontal course. 

The new financing is believed to have 
connection with the retirement next 
month of the remainder of the Second 
Liberty Loan, about $%800,000,000 of 
which is yet outstanding. It was pre- 
dicted in some quarters that the new 
securities would take the form of long 
term notes and certificates of indebt- 
edness. 

Last week’s new issues were divided 
between domestic corporations and for- 
eign bonds. The long-delayed Polish 
loan of $70,000,000 reached the market 
on Monday, about $47,000,000 of the 
total being offered here, the balance 
in London and various continental cen- 
ters. An advance of $20,000,000 to the 
“Commerz und Privat Bank” of Ham- 
burg and Berlin was offered later in 
the “week. Reports of prompt oversub- 
scription of these two issues was con- 
strued as evidence of the fundamental 
soundness of the market herefor for- 
eign securities. 

Domestic liens which arrived during 
the week were headed, in point of size, 
by $66,000,000 bonds of the New York 


Power & Light Corporation, in connec-. 


tion with a large public utility merger 
in New York State. A considerable 
volume of smaller public utility loans 
was floated, and there was some financ- 
ing in the railroad and industrial 
groups. 


The total of the week’s new material 


was the second largest of the year, 
around $263,000,000, surpassing the pre- 
vious week’s aggregate of $220,000,000. 

New issues in sight are numerous and 
in rather large volume. Another loan 
of $30,000,000 to the farm loan bank 
system is expected to reach the offer- 
ing stage early this week, while several 
industrial and public utility mortgagee 
are in the making. London dispatches 
indicated that about $15,000,000 of a 
Greek reconstruction loan would find 
its way to the American market, and a 
few other foreign loans, including some 
German financing, were understood to 
be under negotiation. 

Credit conditions appeared to have 
only superficial bearing on listed bonds. 
To be sure, the current low rates of 
interest tended to limit offerings and 
consequently lent support to prices. 

The railroad group was by far the 
most active, and there was more buying 
of that class of mortgages than any 
other.

Based on the poor third 
quarter earnings of several independent 
steel companies, and using Republic 
Iron & Steel’s figures as a barometer, 
the street looks for a shrinkags in the 
steel corporation’s earnings compared 
with the second quarter, although its 
diversified production and lower costs 
enable it to make a better showing 
than the independents. 


Recent earnings statements of large 
public utility companies emphasize 
the faster growth of this industry 
than any other. Standard Gas & Elec-

CELANESE IS UNDER FIRE 


New York, Oct. 23 (A.P.).—Emulat- 
ing the trend of prices on the big 
board, curb stocks dropped rapidly last 
week. There were very few exceptions, 
and aside from the oils, there were no 
demonstrations of group strength. 
Vacuum was the leader in the advanc- 
ing petroleum issues, climbing to new 
high levels, coincident with reports of 
@ new financing plan. 

Celanese stocks, which have been 
popular with buyers for many weeks, 
plunged headlong. Celanese in partic- 
lar was under constant attack, the new 
common closing the week more than 6 
points under the previous Saturday’s 
final quotations. Public utilities were 
unable to withstand the pressure, ex- 
cept in one or two instances, such as 


‘Commonwealth Edison, which moved up 


steadily into new high territory. Mer- 
cantile, coal, amusement and many 
other specialty groups were on the 
down grade, with only a few minor 
rallies here and there. 

A larger number of stocks were 
traded in than in any other similar 
period in the history of the\.curb, the 
daily average approximating 525 shares. 
The peak was reached on Thursday, 
when 545 issues appeared on the tape. 
The largest number of issues traded in 
this year was 554, on October 11. 

Since the first of the year nearly 
600 new issues have been admitted to 
trading, bringing the grand total to 
more than 1,500 stocks and bonds, ées- 
tablishing a new high record. So great 
has been the influx of new listings that 
the personnel of the committee on list- 
ings was increased from five to ten 
members early last summer. 

New issues admitted last week ag- 
gregated more than a dozen, and in- 
cluded the néw bonds of the Republic 
of Poland, New York Power & Light 
Corporation and the Commerz und Pri- 
vat Bank of Germany.

North Capital Citizens to Hear 
Report on Employment of 
Married Teachers. 


Edgar B. Henderson, president of the 
Piney Branch Citizens Association. has 
called a special meeting of the associa- 
tion tonight at 8 o’clock in the Hamline 
M. E. Churc.., Sixteenth and Allison 
streets northwest, to discuss the loca- 
tion of a fire station at Sixteenth and 
Webster streets. 

The association has never taken the 
matter up for a vote, but it le under- 
atood opinion is divided., All feel the 
necessity of a fire house in that section 
of the city, though many believe the 
proposed fire house would se~lously 
affect the beauty and value of Sixteenth 


street as a boulevard and residential 
street. 

Those who favor the proposition, it 
is said, will contend that uany of the 
arguments in opposifon are in the 
main “propaganda” and can not be 
substantiated. A fire station at Six- 
teenth and Webster will not depreciate 
the value of property » block away, and 
there will be “no permanent deprecia- 
tion” in any property other than that 
on each side of it and across the street 
Trom it, it was said. 


Churches Oppose Proposal. 


The Hamline M. E. Church and the 
new Grace Lutheran Church have been 
enlisted in the fight against the fire 
station, but, it was said, the arguments 
that the noise of the fire engines an- 
ewering alarms will interfere with the 
services can be countered by the fact 
that the fire engines no answering 
calls from that section make as much 
noise as would the engines from the 
proposed station. 

Fire Chief George S. Watson last 
night declared the matter was one the 
citizens must determine. He said he 
selected the site he thought wisest. 
Sixteenth anid Webster streets is the 
most centrally located spot that could 
be acquired between the Brightwood, 
the Georgia avenue and the Fourteenth 
street stations, he said, and would give 
the engines a direct run north to Wal- 
ter Reed Hospital and south to the 
large apartment houses on Sixteenth 
street and vicinity. 

It is essential not to locate one sta- 
tion too near another, and it is also 
éssential to have a direct run such as 
Sixteenth street will give, he said. 
Fourteenth street, he added, is too 
congested to place it there, and Six- 
teenth street is much to be preferred 
to Fifteenth, Seventeenth or Eighteenth 
streets.

Gallinger Inmates Paraded 
For Study by Law Class 


Subjected to 20-Minute 


Nearly Hundred, Committed for Mental Observation, 


Interviews by National 


Law School Students. 


Casjing aside textbooks dealing with 
the legal status of the insane, more 


than 100 students of the National Law 
School made a personal study of in- 
mates of the psychopathic ward at 
Gallinger Municipal Hospital yesterday 
morning, learning to diagnose types of 
mental ailments by interviewing nearly 
100 intimates, held there for mental 
observation. Dr. D. Percy Hickling, pro- 
fessor of medicial jurisprudence at the 
school and psychiatrist in chief of the 
hospital, conducted the class in the lec- 
ture hall, attached to the ward. 

Patients were conducted into the hall 
in a body and each student assigned to 
a “case” for a 20-minute interview. As 
a part of their legal training they are 
required to submit to Dr. Hickling a 
report on the case assigned to them, 
stating whether or not the subject is 
capable of making a will, responsible 
for his actions, or whether he is com- 
mittable to St. Elizabeths. 

Many of those examined by the 
students displayed a keen interest in 
the proceedings and expressed them- 
selves as pleased at the break in the 


routine life of the hospital. Several 
of the students assigned to manic de- 
pressive cases were astounded to find 
themselves dealing with men of intelli- 
gence, whose degree of learing extends 
far above the average. 

Unusual cases, which aroused general 
interest, were diagnosed before the class 
by Dr. Hickling, who, after talking to 
the patient, explained the symptoms 
indicated. Less than one-third of Gal- 
linger’s patients are sent to St. Eliza- 
beths Hospital, according to Dr. Hick 
ling. Those who are suffering from 
mild cases of certain forms of insanity 
are cured and discharged, others sent 
to private sanitariums, while many are 
returned to their homes to be cared for 
by relatives whose circumstances make 
this possible. 

The visit of his law class to the hos- 
pital is a part of their training course, 
Dr, Hickling said. The students learn 
much through this first-hand study of 
pyschopathic cases, he said. Their re- 
ports of yesterday’s interviews will be 
placed in his hands Wednesday, when 
he will lecture at the school. 


Maneuvers Are Designed to 
Test Efficiency of Third 
Corps Area Machine. 


ORDERS FOR TROOPS 
BEING HELD SECRET 


Territory Between Capital and 
Baltimore to Be Center 
of Action. 


Territory between Washington and 
Baltimore will be the center of theo- 
retical warfare today as troops from 
Fort Washington, Fort Myer and other 
nearby Maryland and Virginia bases 
advance toward a Camp Meade “battle 
front" in mythical defense of the 
Monunrental City. 

The maneuver is in charge of Maj. 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur and is de- 
signed to test efficiency of the Third 
Corps Area machine with a view to 
determining its smoothness of opera- 
tion in actual warfare. 

Orders concerning movements of 
troops are strictly secret and will re- 
main so until sealed envelopes are 
opened this morning .at the _ posts. 
Meanwhile, Gen. MacArthur and his 
staff alone are apprised of the plan of 
battle. 

The problem is somewhat similar to 
that presented in 1812 when British 
troops invaded Washington. Opera- 
tiqns will be conducted on the theory 
that Washington has been seized by 
the enemy, which is now massing its 
force for an attack upon Baltimore. 


50 Trueks to Be Used. 


The Sixteenth Field Artillery and the 
Third Cavalry from Fort Myer and the 
Twelfth Infantry, from Fort Washing- 
ton, will proceed to the battle front as 
soon as orders are opened, but whether 
their route to Camp Meade wiljl take 
them through the streets of this city 
could not be determined. 

The Thirty-fourth Infantry will move 
from Fort Eustis by motor truck. Ap- 
proximately 50 trucks will be required to 
transport the 1,500 men at the fort who 
will participate in the movement. They 
probably will be on the road all day, 
food for the men being prepared en 
route to gain time. It is necessary that 
they reach their sector tomorrow and 
be in position for battle Wednesday. It 
is understood the troops will not go 
into action until Thursday. 

Infantry, Artillerv and Cavalry units 
will be brought into play to check the 
advance of the “enemy” wpon Balti- 
more. When the battle is over, Gen. 
MacArthur will review his troops before 
they start their march back. Brig. Gen. 
Frank R. McCoy will command the 
field artillery brigade during the ma- 
neuvers, and Brig. Gen. Thomas Q. 
Donaldson, the Infantry brigade.

MOODY FROM TRAGEDY 


Walter E. Roderick, 30 years old, 
formerly a well-known newspaper COT= 
respondent in this city, who ended his 
life at his home in Baltimore, Md., Sat-™ 
urday, by inhaling illuminating g&@s, 
will be buried in Arlington Cemetery 
Wednesday morning with full military 
honors. 

Funeral services will be held at th 
funeral chapel of W. Warren Taltavull, 
3619 Fourteenth street northwest, at 1¢ 
o’clock. A company of infantry, a firing 
squad and a military band will follow 
the caisson carrying Roderick’s body td 
its last resting place in Arlington. 
Roderick was a veteran of the World 
War. 

Roderick was born in this city, the 
son of Capt. Edmund Andre Roderick, 
U. S.N. He had been engaged in news- 
paper work for many years, having been 
connected with the old Inter-Ocean, of 
Chicago; the Chicago Tribune, the old 


New York Tribune and the Baltimore 
Sun. 

Until two: years ago Roderick faced 
one of the most promising careers of 
any newspaper correspondent in this 
city. He was “covering” the Capitol 
for the Chicago Tribune and his articles 
had attracted the attention of many 
other newspaper editors. He had writ- 
ten several short stories and was en- 
gaged in writing a novel. 

On November 20, 1925, Roderick 
drove his automobile over the street 
car loading platform at Twelfth street 
and Pennsylvania avenue northwest 
and killed Adgie Bowie, a baker, of 
Alexandria, Va., and injured four other 
persons, 

He was found guilty of manslaughter 
and sentenced to serve two years in 
the penitentiary. Bowie’s widow tes- 
tified at the trial that he had made 
every effort to compensate her for the 
loss of her husband and pleaded for 
clemency for him. 

He was placed on parole after serv- 
ing the greater part of his sentence an 
was engaged on the editorial staff of a 
Baltimore newspaper. Since his release 
‘from prison, friends said, he had been 
moody and it was evident that the’ 
tragedy preyed on his mind. Recently 
his health broke down. 

Roderick had a brilliant war record, 
At. the outbreak of the World War he 
enlisted in the Field Artillery and serv- 
ed overseas in almost all of the major 
engagement with the Eighty-first Di- 
vision. 

William F. Franklin, past commander 
of the Vincent B. Costello Post, Ameri- 
can Legion, is making arrangements for 
Mr. Roderick’s funeral. Mr. Roderick 
is survived by his wife, Mrs. Eleanore 
Roderick, and an adopted son, Walter 
Roderick.
